CHAPTER 34.

AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and eighty-three of the pri-
vate and local laws of 1871, entitled, * An act to confer certain
powers upon the common council of the city of Hudson.”’

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in Sen-
ate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrion 1. Section one of chapter one hundred
and eighty-three (183) of the private and local laws
of 1871, is hereby amended so as to read as follows:
The common council of the city of Hudson are em-
powered to provide for levying taxes to an amount
not to exceed four mills on the dollar of the assessed
valuation, a8 fixed by the board of equilizers of said
city, for city purposes, and also when requested there-
to { the board of education of said city to levy taxes
on the city school district to an amount not to exceed
seven mills on the dollar of assessed valuation for
paying teachers’ wages and incidental expenses of
maintaining the schools of eaid city; and the said
common council of said city shall not have power to
levy or cause to be levied any %reater rate of tax than
is herein provided except for the purﬁose of building
school houses and purchasing sites therefor, and for
the purpose of paying the bonds of said city; and it
shall not be lawful for said common council and
board of education to contract any debt for the pur-
